It affords na Bincere gratifioatlon to 
letrn from onr Oariboo contemporary 
that the great Lane & Karlz enterpriBo 
is making satUfactory progress. Astbo 
reader will know, ihls enterprlse.haB lb 
contemplation tho development of a 
pleoe of auriferoDS groand on William 
ereek, knoJvn aB "Tho Meadowa,'* 
about aie miles in length and having 
an average width : of .eomatjblp^f.i like 
Ihree-fooriha of a/mile. "Tlie ^Eo■^d. 
OWb'' have proved the prftvo of many 
bright expectations and of not a low 
smail foriuces. Tho iottlligont oonvio- 
lion that rich golden deposilB lay deep 
buried benoatb tbe level fcurlaco led

gresaing most favorably—, gratified be- 
cause such pluck and energy are deserv- 
ing of a rich reward— gralilied, beoauac, 
In the development of 'Tho Meadows' 
other iotorestB will be naturally bene- 
fitted and general well.being io thai 
part of the country greatly enlarged- 
gratified, becflU^e, we regard this as tbe 
pioneer tffjrt in the new mining,' era of 
Britijh Columbia.

There wore, at lutOHt advices, 
twolTO hundred miners ia the Omineca 
camp, but tho supply of provisions wuh 
not, we arc sorry to know nearly equal 
to ibe demaud, a condition of thin{>rt 
whioh optraled eerlooBly against both 
mining and prospecting; yet tho mp 
plleB on tho way must ero this have 
relaxed the puitiful tension ot tho pro- 
Tision market, and tended materially to 
equalize supply and demand. Taking 
ail (bo ciroumstancoB Into view, it may 
reaconably be expected that next Omi- 
neca express will bring rosnlt", rather 
than expectations, and tbat those re- 
iUlts will be of a highly encouraging 
cbaraoior. U ia with OKtromo regroi 
we learn through the reliable '^banntl 
already alluded to tbat the inadequate 
anpply and consequent exorbitant pri- 
ces of pro^iflions at tho now 
gold field have resulted iu 
in actual Buffering amongst tho haidy 
lellowH who ruhhed in but too early. 
"We hope, however, that is over n jw, 
not to be repeated In the history ot 
Omineca.

On Snnday alterDOon a fioe yonng maoi 
aged 17 yeai8, oaniad Daniiil Qeaseyi bod of 
Mr Deasey,- Governmeot Messenger^ lost 

hia life by ihe accidertal dieoharga of a gun 
in the hands of Thoiuas Uameron, The 
oiacumstaucu3 of the ehooiiogwfll be gather- 
ed from Ibo evidoDce taken before tbe Core 
ner josierday : .f ^ ^ 

Tho Coronet's jury was eonposed of the 
following gentlemen — Robt Beavan (fore- 
man), Frank Eiohardg, Wm Newbury, Wm 
McNiOe. H Maneall and Frank Saunders. 

Joseph Soars sworn — Oj Sunday last I 
waa up the Arm, about six miles Irom town, 
in company with ibe deoeasedj Daniel 
Deaeey, and Thomas Cameron. \7B'Were 
there tor tbe purpose of Bbooilog groose. It 
waa atlittle;alter 3 o'clock io t^e afternoon 1 
grn over a fence and when some grouse flaw 
up I fired a shot iM them. About half a 
minute alter 1 heard a shot. Deceased was 
at Ihe same tirao getting over a log. The 
gisn, I'believK, was that of Thomas Cameron 
Whon I beard tbe report of Ihe gun I beard 
Ueasey cry oat ' 1 am sboi^' and at Ibe 
same time be slipped oS tbe log. I ran aod 
caught him before ha reached tbe groaod. 1 
asked him what was tho matter aud be said 
' 1 am killed.' Cameron hdd him up whilst 
I tore open his clotlios and whon wo saw tho 
wound W8 laid him on the ground. I thon 
wont for help. 

To a juryman — Tho shot was accidental. 
The deceased conid not have been more 
ihaa two or three feet from the muzxie ol 
the gun when ho was eboi. 

Tbos CameroD swuro — I was out /)\\h 
Joseph Seals and Daoiel DesFoy on Sunday, 
up iho Ann, lor tlie purpose ol shooting 
grouio. Dm via* uboad of me aud was 
ueitiog over a log. I bad my gun ready to 
lire when my loot Caugfat somolbioi; and 1 
pitched forward and my gan waot off acci< 
dentally. Daasoy slipped oO the log and 1 
caught him on my ehouldor, Joe came op 
immediately ond whiUt 1 held Deaeey up 
Joe tore open his clothes aod then wo laid 
him on the ground. Joa Seats then went 
for help and wo brought bim lo town. 

Dr Powell sworn— I was sent for to go 
and see deceased. Found him in a very 
weak oialc and upon examining bim found 
thai he had been shot at'.d that itie entire 
clmr(i,o had entered bis back, iLflioliog a 
Wound sufiioient to caoie death. Decesfcd 
Wild ccmi'coniioioua at tbe time. Ue could 
only speak iDCoherently, Ha could not an 
Bwer any qQeations, I bad bim oonveyed 
to the farm honse of Mr Kriemler, where 
he died in about an hour. 

The jury cousidtfred the case for abont 
twenty micules and rotuiced ihe following 
verdict — 

'' Wu fiiid that tbo deceased came to 
hie death by accidental shooting from a gun 
io tbe bands of Tbomaa Cameroo.' 

At Ihe same time tbe Jary desired to eoter 

a protest agaicBt tho oufflfflOn praciibe ol 
ycuog boys beiu;; allowed tbe ate of fire 
armb by ttiuir parents. 

'Ihe Coroner eaid he entirely coincided 
in Itio verdict of accidenti^l death, which 
alone ho could eiiter oo Ibo legal form. Tbe 
rc'crimmendution or protest be thought per 
fecily proper aod ha hoped il would have 
rbe (ffeot ioittoded, hot it was a mattertbat 
was beyoad the proviooe of tbe law. 

Tbe adjoornad inquest opoo Ihe oinse of the 
death ol Mary, tbe lodian woman who died 

about leu days since io a..hooeo on Fisgard 
street, was coneludad yesterday. Tlio adi 
ditiouul avidenca takeo was that ol an old 
Indian woman. She testified thai one week 
befojo the death of deceased she was out on 
Beacon Hill with decessed^ picking berries 
I'hey were Eeparaled from each ottier wheu 
fha heard a cry from Maiy and when she 
came to the place whoro Mary was she saw 
a man rushing away. Muiy told her Itai 
the man had (truok her with his caae oo the 
bead and other parts of ber body. She saw 
deceased afier that time from day to day and 
her head was very sore 

Olticer McMillan said be saw the deoased 
about two hours before she died aod she 
told bim Iho same story . Sbe described tbe 
man who assaulted her, but she did not 
know bia name. Tho descrlptioo was very 
plain, hot be wonid not give it at present 

Dr Matthews testified as to the nature of 
the woond and the cause ol death 

TliB jury telurned the following verdict — 

' Toai Mary, tbe deceased oauie In her 
death from violence iofiicted with a stick by 
some person uckouwn '
